Hetter Management ri

T is a known and accepted fact that income generally improves with 
increased production per cow. In order to get increased production 
it is necessary to use more and better feed. As production increases 

One generally finds that the cost of concentrates rises more rapidly than 
the cost of roughage and pasture, Yet, even with this increase in cost, 
it usually pays dividends to feed and manage for greater production. 
The resulting increased income per cow, increased income per dollar 
of feed, increased income per hour of labor, and increased income with 
the same number of cows, all makes for better living and greater profit. 


BETTER LIVING IS INFLUENCED BY THESE FACTORS 
a) The size of your herd. 
The production of the individual cows. 


The maintenance of a proper balance between the amount 
of pasture, hay and silage produced and the size of the herd. 


The economic efficiency of your farm management prac- 
tices,

BETTER MANAGEMENT MAKES BETTER PRODUCTION 


In all dairy farming operations, there are certain practices that are 
generally followed.

a) Careful culling is important. Keep only cows that pay their 
way.

Use care in selecting 
replacements.

Shopping Center Program 


Tue State Fair of Texas, Dallas, has 
set up a program to help develop a 
purebred 1 and dairy cattle shop- 
ping center, This program will be 
carried out from October 17-20, a four- 
day period immediately following the 
closing of the Pan-American Livestock 
Exposition, 


The purpose in inaugurating this 
program is to bring together an ex- 
cellent group of purebred beef and 
roe cattle to develop a convenient 
market place for everyone interested. 
In i tg out the program to develop 
a market with Latin American Live- 
stock raisers, it has been noted that a 
good number of cattlemen remain for 
the second week of the Fair. From 
past experience, it has been found that 
most Latin American cattlemen are not 
interested in purchasing show animals. 
They prefer to purchase young breed- 
ing animals that are in good growing 
condition. By bringing together a 
good group of young cattle, breeders 
will provide these people a one-stop 
shopping service that will prove con- 
venient and attractive, This is another 
effort co bring breeders and buyers to 
gether under the most favorable condi- 
cons. 

The State Fair of Texas will take no 
part in such sales that are made and 
accepts no responsibility for any 
transaction. All sales will be conducted 
by private treaty. breeders 
offering cattle for sale must be re 
sponsible for the soundness and breed- 
ing ability of each animal, The State 
Fair of Texas will provide stall space 
free of charge to those breeders partici 
pating in the Shopping Center pro 
gram.

All participants in this program 
must comply with the following re- 
quirements: 1, Have an Official Health 
Certificate on each animal; 2, Each 
animal must be gentle and halter 
broken; 3, Keep stalls and walkways 
clean and attractive; 4, The owner or 
attendant must be available at all times 
to furnish information about his cattle, 
and 5, Attractive signs should be 
provided. 
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Build Farm Ponds During Fall 
PURDUE UNIVERSITY

Farmers who suffered water short- 
ages due to a dry summer may 
remedy the condition by building 
afarm pond as a reservoir for irriga- 
tion, fire protection, supplying live- 
stock with water, and recreational uses. 

Favorable fall months are usually 
best for building farm ponds. Some 
moisture is required for good soil com- 
paction; however, the soil is often too 
wet during spring months. The wet 
and freezing coadidens of early winter 
make the work more difficult and ex- 
pensive, warns D. R. Sisson, extension 
agricultural engineer. 

The busy farm manager probably has 
more time to consider the several as- 
pects of the problem now than when 
the rush of spring and summer work 
comes again. Mr. Sisson also suggests 
that ponds made this fall are more like- 
ly to be full and ready for use next 
season than those constructed next 
spring. 

A new thought may be to provide 
for ittigation of droughty acreage 
by establishing a pond in a 
nearby ravine or depression. For such 
usage, plan to store one to two acte- 
feet of water for each acre that is to be 
irrigated, 

A good farm pond should have 
adequate contributing watershed of 


six to 20 acres for each acre of water 
surface in the pond—75 per cent of the 
ponds in Indiana are less than one 
acre in size. The pond should be more 
than six feet deep in at least 20 per 
cent of the reservoir area, with shallow 
water as limited in area as possible. 
The pond area should be well fenced 
to exclude livestock and landscaped 
to encourage wildlife. 

A survey of the proposed pond area 
by a competent engineer is advised to 
avoid possible disappointment in es- 
tablishing a successful pond. Consult 
your local soil conservation district 
officers or county agent to learn where 
this service may be secured. 


Farmers’ Disposition of Milk 
Continues to Change 


At of the increase in the quantity of 
milk sold from farms has been in the 
form of whole milk delivered to plants 
and dealers. In addition, there has 
been a very significant shift from the 
sale of farm-skimmed cream and retail 
milk to the sale of whole milk to plants 
and dealers. Of the milk marketed last 
year, 82 per cent was delivered as whole 
milk to plants and dealers, 15 per cent 
as farm-skimmed cream, and around 
three per cent was retailed directly by 
farmers as milk and cream. Twenty 
years earlier, the comparable percent- 
ages were around 45 per cent for whole 
milk and for cream, respectively, and 
10 per cent for retail milk. The trend 
toward a greater proportion sold to 
plants and dealers in whole form 

robably will continue, though at a 
ve rapid rate than in the last two de- 
cades. The impetus will come mainly 
from the broader market for whole 
milk as sold by farmers which has re- 
sulted from the use of a greater propor- 
tion of the milk in uid form y con- 
sumers. Also, the increased use by 
factories of the skimmed milk for 
production of nonfat dry milk has 
contributed.

VERYONE in the business of producing milk and breeding 
registered dairy cattle knows that in recent years many 
rapid changes have taken place. Although this is a 
period of great prosperity for the industry, it is not being shared 
by agriculture to the same extent. Income for agriculture is 


down, while labor and other costs continue to increase. 


The self-help program assumed by the dairy industry, with 
the objective of doing national advertising and promotion on 
an industry-wide basis, is bringing results. There is an increase 
in the consumption of milk and dairy products, and less in 


government storage. This is encouraging. 


However, we believe you will readily agree that it behooves 
every dairyman to continually examine his methods and prac- 
tices to determine if they are the most efficient under today’s 
conditions. To reduce labor, overhead, and other costs per 
cow, more and more dairymen throughout the United States, 
including the North and North Central areas, as well as the 
South and West, are changing their operating methods. These 
changes include pipeline milking, in the conventional barn or 
in milk parlors that are either stanchion or tandem-type, bulk 
tanks, loose-housing, bunker type self-feeding silos, dehorn- 
ing, and 2x, 10-month records.

ECHANICAL ingenuity has saved 

many a dollar for the Dewey 

Buckel family of Lakeside, San 

Diego County, Calif., officially and 

legally known as Rocky Home Guern- 

sey Farms, Inc. They figure that a dollar 

saved is a dollar earned, and like many 

farm families they were saving dollars 

by doing their own construction work 

long a Se “Do-It-Yourself” became 

a hobby. Much of the material has 

consisted of bargain lots of used or 
surplus equipment. 


They moved to Lakeside from the 
Imperial Valley in 1937, bringing 50 
gtades and four purebred Guernseys 
with them. After having sold out 
their entire milking herd in 1948, 
they are again milking 140 cows, 
nearly all purebreds, producing GOLD- 
EN GUERNSEY Milk for the San Diego 
market. Their herd average is 430 lbs. 
of fat. 

They operated on a leased place for 
two years, while looking around for 
their permanent home. After they lo- 
cated and bought the right piece of 
ground, they were faced with the job 
of building a milking barn and milk 
house, feeding and loafing corrals 
with mangers, hay storage sheds, calf 
pens, bull pens,—in fact everything 
that goes to make up a Grade A dairy 
to say nothing of a big rock home. 

Construction represents the biggest 
part of the investment in a Grade A 
dairy, and with the use of family labor 
consisting of from two to five sons, 
depending on the stage of the family's 
history, this establishment has less 
cash debits in it than most of its size 
Illustrated herewith are a few of the 
componets 


UNIQUE FEATURES OF MILKING BARN 


The milking barn included some 
unique features when they built it in 
1939 and 1940. It has 42 stanchions 
heading in, and is 38 feet wide and 70 
feet long, exclusive of the granary and 
milk house at either end. It is built 
entirely of steel and concrete. First 
they graded up the site 30 inches in 
order to change the flow of barn clean- 
ings to the eastward, into the irriga- 
tion line. They built their own forms, 
and mixed and poured all of the con- 
crete 

One novel feature was the framing. 
They bought from the railroad a stack 
of two-inch and four-inch boiler tubes 
at $40.00 a ton, and this pipe forms the 
skeleton of just about the entire place. 
For the barn, a complete post and 
girder section, consisting of the arch 
and four supporting posts, was laid out 
and welded on the ground, It was then 
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raised and welded to four by six inch 
plates on the manger curbs and on the 
concrete outer walls. The plates had 
already been anchored to the concrete 
by a set of prongs at pouring time. 

After the girders were all erected, 
the 82-foot purlines were made by 
welding endwise lengths of the two- 
inch pipe on the ground. Then, with 
some 30-inch spacers and a helper they 
were lifted and welded on top of the 
girders. No scaffolding was necessary, 
and a couple of the two-inch purlines 
were used as conduits for electric wir- 
ing. The roofing was applied last, and 
consists of 26 guage galvanized iron. 
The total welding cost was $170. 

Being located only a few miles from 
the vital air and naval installations at 
San Diego, the barn was hardly com- 
pleted before they had a blackout job 
to do, following Pearl Harbor. In this 
gentle climate, the sides of the barn 
above the four-foot walls are wide 
open. They made light-proof curtains 
of heavy building paper for the sides 
and ends, and another to cover the 
ventilation space in the peak. Like all 
West Coast dairy barns in those years, 
the air inside got a little thick at milk- 
ing time, but air raid wardens watched 
for even pin-points of light! 


The Corrals 


While two adjacent strings of 21 
cows are being milked, their hay supply 
is strung out loosely in broken bales 
the length of the feed platform. The 
cows are locked in or out of the stanch- 
ions, depending on the time of day. 
They figure that locking out is just as 
important as locking in, and the system 
is an absolute preventive of wasted 
hay 

At the outer end of this double row 
of 30 stanchions, the land contour is 
downward into a hollow that traverses 
all four corrals, and rises to about the 
same level at the far end of the yards 
There is a 28-foot concrete slab at the

wood boards or planking 


mangers, extending back to the drink- 
ing tanks, minimizing the mud in wet 
weather. A tractor scraper easily and 
quickly shoves the day's manure off 
the ends of the slabs, into a fenced-offt 
portion of the corral, for dry storage 
and later delivery to the land. Barn 
washings, however, go into the irriga 
tion line in the opposite direction to 
ward the farming land. Thus both dry 
and liquid manure are saved, but 
separately. 

In the distance at the far end of the 
corrals are the flat roofed sun and rain 
shelters. Each shed is 16 by 100 feet, 
straddling a fence so as to work for two 
corrals. The roofing of galvanized 
iron is mounted on the usual concrete

The pens are each 16 by 60 feet in 
size, including the seven-foot shelter 
roof at the feeding end, to cover a 
cement floor and feed manger and 
stanchion. Using a blow torch, the 
four inch pipes were first perforated 
with five holes large enough to ac 
commodate the two-inch pipes which 


form the rails, The posts were then 


set in the curb form, six feet apart. The 
rails were slid through the holes and 
welded at the abutting joints, and 
spaced about nine inches apart. When 
the curb was poured, the concrete was 
also poured into the tops of the posts, 
serving the double purpose of strength 
ening the fence structure, and prevent 
ing imside

From Regulations 


EDERAL Orders now regulating the 
pricing of milk in 56 United 
States markets establish mini 

mum prices handlers must pay for 
milk, and provide a method by which 
handlers’ payments are directed among 
woducers. The cost of milk to a 
vandler is determined by its use (classi 
fied price plan) and the proceeds 
from the sale of milk to handlers is 
divided among producers either by a 
handler pool or a market pool. 

Of the 56 Federal Orders, 42 provide 
for market pools in paying producers 
for milk. Under such a pooling ar 
rangement all producers receive the 
same price for milk except for butter 
fat differentials, location differentials 
and payments made according to a 
base—surplus plan. Under a market 
001 system, the price to producers is 
Leown as a uniform price 

In a market pool situation, each 
handler writes checks to his producers 
at the uniform price. If this price is 
more than the cost of the handler’s 
milk, as it would be if the handler 
used more than an average amount of 
milk in non-fluid uses, the handler re 
ceives the difference between his pay 
ments to producers and the cost of his 
milk from an equalization fund, Some 
handlers writing checks at the uniform 
price to their producers, pay out less 
money than the calculated cost of their 
milk. These handlers pay the differ 
ence into the equalization fund 


How are producer-distributors af- 
fected by the equalization provisions 
of the Federal Orders? A producer- 
distributor is by the nature of his 
business both a producer and a hand- 
ler, and most of them sell the bulk of 
their milk for fluid use. If they had to 
equalize, as a handler they would have 
— into the equalization fund the 
difference between the uniform price 
and a value of their milk calculated 
according to its use. If they did this as 
a handler, then, as a producer, they 
would keep as pay for their production 
of milk only the uniform price. 

Nearly all of the Federal Orders, 
however, exempt producer-distributors 
either completely or partially from 
equalization, Thus, any producer- 
distributor in the great majority of the 
Federal Order markets is allowed to 
keep for himself as payment for his 
milk the whole proceeds from his sales 
of milk. 

The administration of Federal Orders 
is financed by an assessment levied 
against handlers regulated by the 
Orders. In case of most Federal Orders, 
producer-distributors are exempt from 
the payment of this administrative 
assessment. Federal Orders do re- 
quire producer-distributors to make 
periodic reports to the market ad- 
ministrator, 

What is a producer-distributor? 

In order to maintain their exemp- 

tion from equalization and the pay- 
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ment of the administrative assessment, 
a producer-distributor has to operate 
within the definition of a producer- 
distributor as contained in the Order 
Although definitions differ somewhat 
from Order to Order, a considerable 
majority of the Orders define producer- 
distributor as a person who produces 
milk, receives no milk from other pro- 
ducers, and operates a plant or distri 
butes milk within the marketing area 
regulated by the Order. Producer- 
distributors lose their exemption if 
they buy any milk from another pro- 
ducer. A few of the Federal Orders 
are written so as to prohibit a pro- 
ducer-distributor from buying milk 
from any source. The majority of the 
Orders, however, permit a producer- 
distributor to buy milk from another 
handler. Some of the orders permit a 
producer-distributor to buy milk from 
a handler not regulated by the Order. 
And in most cases the producer-dis- 
tributor is required to make a special 
payment into the equalization pool on 
this milk, This payment is usually 
equal to the difference between the 
Class I price and the value of milk for 
manufacturing purposes. 

Only one of the Federal Orders 
limits the size of a producer-distribu- 
tor. This Order provides that the pro 
ducer-distributor looses his exemption 
from the regulatory provisions of the 
order if he sells more than a daily aver- 
age of 1,000 pounds of milk and milk 
drinks. Several of the Federal Orders 
specifically require that the farm opera- 
tion which produces the milk sold by 
the producer-distributor be owned 
and operated by the producer-dis- 
tributor and involve his own personal 
financial risk 
What should a producer-distributor knou 
about a Federal Order? 

If a producer-distributor sells milk 
in an area regulated by a Federal Order, 
he should * familiar with the pro- 
visions in that Order concerning pro- 
ducer-distributors. He should know 
that he cannot buy milk from another 
producer without losing his exemp- 
tions. He should ascertain whether or 
not he can buy milk from another 
handler and retain his exemption from 
equalization. A producer-distributor 
can become informed concerning the 
Order by checking with the market 
administrator. 

During the past few years Federal 
Orders have become effective in a 
number of markets not previously 
under regulation. Probably additional 
Orders will be issued in the future. If 
a producer-distributor is in an area 
where a Federal Order is being con- 
sidered, he should ascertain the provi- 
sions of the proposed Order. He may 
be in a position to help get an exemp- 
tion for the  producer-distributor

He knew what it was to b 
hungry as he walked six miles daily 
to and from country school.

Unable to finance the cost of en 
rolling in high school, he passed the 
eighth grade examinations three times 
with progressively improved grades 
before courageously going to Kansas 
State College without a single high 
school credit, and with only $7.50 as 
the sum total of his financial resources 


This courageous step might not 
have been taken had Karl not heard his 
father state, ‘I wish I were the father 
of just one boy who had guts enough 
to get an education. “In speaking of 
this, Karl has stated,” Those words 
fired my spirits more than any others 
that I have heard in my whole life.’ 


His DAYS AT KANSAS STATE 


At the beginning of his college days, 
Karl washed dishes eight hours per day 
for 10 cents per hour, and attended 
classes during forenoons only. How- 
ever, during his sophomore year two 
events of major importance occurred 
First, by virtue of his ability, initiative 
and character, Karl became manager 


of the Students’ Coop. which brought 
an end to his financial worry 
extreme privation. 

The other event of much greater 
significance was the fact that he be 
came acquainted with a splendid rosy 
cheeked blonde by the name of Madge 
Catherine Rowley. Undoubtedly, 
Karl's achievements, in college as well 
as in after college years, have been due 
in large part to the encouragement and 
inspiration he has received from this 
lady who changed her name to Mrs 
Musser 

In college, Karl's high scholarship 
resulted in his election to Alpha Zeta 
He was a founder of Delta Tau Delta 
at Kansas State, a member of the col 
lege judging team, and track team, and 
until his father learned of it, Captain 
of the second football team 

He won the Holstein Scholarship at 
the 1910 National Dairy Show, and 
used it in earning a Master's degree at 
the University of Missouri under the 
late Dr. C. H. Eckles 

While in college, Karl Musser never 
missed an opportunity to aid in the 
preparation for his life’s work, One 
summer he was a farm machinery ex 
pert; the next summer he was Deputy 
Dairy Commissioner in Kansas and 
one summer he studied Dairy Farm 
Management under the late D. H 
Oris of Wisconsin University 

His record is proof that as he 
learned to earn a living, he learned to 
live a life.’

After earning a Master's degree, 
Karl was Dairy Extension Specialist at 
Connecticut University for four years, 


COLLEGE Days 
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and then filled a similar position at 
Washington State College for two 
years before going to The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club. He was a field- 
man for about one year, then Assistant 
Secretary and Treasurer, Associate 
Secretary and Treasurer in 1922, and 
Secretary-Treasurer from 1923 to Oc- 
tober, 1954, when he was made Execu- 
tive Director and Treasurer. 

Throughout his life, this friend and 
distinguished leader has served not 
only the Guernsey breed and breeders, 
oe 4 in fact the entire dairy industry, 
exceedingly well, but he has made 
progressive, constructive and much 
needed contributions as a leader, as an 
administrator, as an educator, and as 
a citizen, 


As A LEADER 


Karl Musser is a leader who com 
bines vision and ideals with practical 
application, This Dairy Shrine Club 
is an illustration. For years he had 
dreamed and talked to close friends of 
this objective, and in 1949 in coopera 
tion with a small group of friends, 
most of whom are present today, the 
necessary steps were taken to make this 
Shrine a reality. 

He was one of the prime movers in 
organizing the P, D. C. A. and through 
the years he has served on many key

Presentation by Maurice S. Prescott: 


We honor today a man whose good 
fortune it has been to be able to make 
a life work of the activity that from 
boyhood claimed his first interest. 
Horace W. Norton, Jr., was born on a 
dairy farm in Livingston County, 
Michigan. His father started breeding 
purebred Holsteins in the early days of 
the breed, when the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America was only seven 
years old and Hod was nine years of 
age. This event had a large part in 
shaping his career. 

Graduating with highest honors 
from Michigan Agricultural College 
at the age of 19, he remained for several 
years as an instructor. He left the 
teaching profession to join his father 
in management of the home farm and 
herd. He was quickly drawn into 
public activities of the Holstein breed, 
managing the Michigan Breeders’ 
Consignment Sales for several years, 
and in 1912 becoming Secretary of the 
Michigan Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion. In 1919 he was elected to the 
Board of Directors of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America. 

The previous year he had returned 
to Michigan Agricultural College as 
Assistant Dean of Agriculture, but in 
1921 accepted appointment as Director

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Regulations Governing Use of 


Frozen 


HEN frozen semen is used for artificial in- 
semination of registered dairy cattle, the 


resulting progeny may be registered only if 
the following additional regulations applicable to 
both individual owners and Semen Producing Busi- 
nesses shall have been complied with: 


1. Bulls from which semen is frozen must be 
officially blood typed at the expense of the owner or 
lessee and on record at the breed registry office. 


2. It shall be the responsibility of each person or 
organization freezing semen to identify the semen 
and permanently label each ampoule before freezing, 
giving full registered name and number of the bull. 
As used in this regulation, an ampoule means a con- 
tainer with enough semen for only one service. Each 
individually contained unit must be completely 
labelled. When semen is withdrawn from frozen 
storage the identification must again be verified 
and, if necessary, the ampoules relabelled before use. 
If the identification cannot be verified the frozen 
semen must be discarded. 


3. Individuals or organizations freezing semen 
from sires owned or on lease by them, or for others, 
must report the fact that they are in the business of 
freezing semen to the respective breed registry 
organizations involved. 


4. Individuals or organizations freezing semen 
must keep an inventory of frozen semen, by sire and 
by breed, on hand at all times and this inventory 
shall be available for inspection by the representa- 
tives of The Purebred Dairy Cattle Association or the 
respective breed registry organizations involved. 

5. When frozen semen is used for the insemination 
of registered dairy cattle, this fact must be noted on 
the record of service as required on the specific form 
used, as breeding receipt, ‘Between Herds’ artificial 
breeding certificate or application for registry or 
other forms. 

Upon the death or sale of a sire from which 
semen has been frozen, the owner or lessee must re- 
port to the breed registry organization involved the 
number of ampoules of frozen semen from the sire 
in his possession or ownership at the time of the 
death or sale of the sire. 


7. Transfer of Ownership of Frozen Semen. When 
frozen semen from any registered sire, living 
or dead, is sold in quantities of 10 or more ampoules 
as one transaction, a transfer of the ownership of this 
semen is required. Quantities of frozen semen of less 
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Semen 


than 10 ampoules may be transferred at the option of 
the owner. 

The following specific requirements and regula- 
tions cover various types of ownership transfer of 
frozen semen: 

A. Between Herds. When individual ampoules of 
frozen semen or quantities of less than 10 ampoules 
of frozen semen are sold to the owner of the cow or 
cows to be inseminated, the entire quantity may be 
transferred to the buyer by filing an appropriate 
application for transfer for the number of ampoules 
of frozen semen involved, or the seller may furnish 
the buyer with a “between herds’’ artificial breeding 
certificate for each ampoule of frozen semen sold. In 
the latter instance, the certificate of collection of 
semen must be filled out in its entirety. 

B. Through a Semen Producing Business. When 10 
or more ampoules of frozen semen are sold to or by 
a semen producing business, an application for the 
transfer of the quantity of frozen semen involved 
must be filed with the breed registry organization 
involved. The following exceptions are made to this 
requirement: 

(1) No transfer of ownership is required when as 

a regular procedure one Semen Producing 
Business supplies another Semen Producing 
Business, both under contract with The Pure- 
bred Dairy Cattle Association, with semen 
from registered bulls in their stud; but this 
fact must be reported to the breed registry 
organization involved. 

No transfer is required when a Semen Produc- 
ing Business supplies an Inseminating Busi- 
ness with frozen semen from their bulls when 
the Inseminating Business is using the breed- 
ing receipt forms of the Semen Producing 
Business, and is responsible to such Semen 
Producing Business for the conduct of its 
Inseminating Business. 

C. Between Others. When 10 or more ampoules of 
frozen semen is sold by one individual, partnership 
or corporation to another individual, partnership or 
corporation, except as above provided, an application 
for the transfer of the quantity of frozen semen in- 
volved in the transaction must be filed with the 
respective breed registry organization involved. 

8. Transfer Fees, The fee for the recording of the 
transfer of ownership of quantities of frozen semen 
shall be $5.00 for each application for transfer, irre- 
spective of the number of ampoules of frozen semen 
transferred. This fee is uniform for all breeds.

Guernsey judging at the 1955 Illi- 
nois State Fair was held on August 17, 
and the 202 head shown came within 
17 head of last year’s record show. The 
Guernsey exhibit was by far the largest 
of the dairy breeds, and was an Illinois 
production except for the McKitrick 
Welcome In herd of 14 head from 
Dublin, Ohio, and one entry from 
Wilbur Becker, Fort Atkinson, Wiscon- 
sin. A total of 38 exhibitors had en- 
tries in the show. The ribbons were 
tied by Dave Younger, manager of 
Hanover Hill Farm, Yorktown 
Heights, New York. He worked with 
ease and confidence, and did a highly 
satisfactory job for both ringside and 
exhibitors. Dairy cattle superintendent 
and Guernsey breeder, Robert Lindsey, 
Alvin, as usual had the entire operation 
running smoothly, which fact has won 
for him the respect of exhibitors of all 
breeds. 

Ten different exhibitors divided the 
18 blue ribbons. Six exhibitors col- 
lected blue ribbons through the bull 
classes and junior female classes, with 
three going to Welcome In Farm. In 
the senior female classes, Lakewood 
Farm had all four blues and collected 
two more in the best uddered cow 
class and the dairy herd class, with two 
seconds and a third, to be Premier 
Exhibitor of the show. Welcome In 
Farm, with three blues, two reds and 
four whites took the Premier Breeder 
banner back to Ohio. Delbert Kings- 
ton, Cary, took two blues, three reds 
and two whites, while one blue each 
went to Kathleen Dennis, Amboy; 
Roeschley Brothers, Flanagan; Garold 
Kepple, Tremont; Walter Rankin, 
Lincoln; Peck’s Guernsey Farm, Gen- 
eva, Carl Lindsey, Alvin, and Herbert 
Rogers, Emden. 
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The bull show of 52 head found the 
All-American bull calf of 1954, Wel 
come In Clara Design, from the M« 
Kitrick herd making his debut this 
year as a senior yearling. He still 
carries the balance, scale and smooth- 
ness he did a year ago and was made 
junior champion. His closest com- 
petition was the second prize senior 
yearling that was last year’s junior 
champion, Bon Air Jess, shown by 


James F. Richey, Kansas. He was also 


made junior champion of the Illinois 
entries. Curtiss Candy Fay Jeweler, a 
good, stretchy, clean cut youngster, 
topped the class of 17 bull calves for 
Walter Rankin, Lincoln. Walnut Corn- 
ers Butter Man, shown by Carl Lindsey, 
Alvin, led the junior yearling class. The 
senior and grand champion parade was 
led for the third time by Welcome In 
McKnight as he had done in 1951 and 
1952 for Welcome In Farm, and this 
year for Welcome In and Gail E. Heif- 
ner of Sullivan, Ohio. Now eight 
years old, “McKnight’’ is exception- 
ally well preserved. His balance, dairy 
character and legs that placed him over 
Tuttle’s Winnie's F. Eddie, that was 
champion of the Illinois entries, shown 
by Guy Cranmer, of Pana, in the class 
of eight aged bulls, carried him on to 
senior championship over Curtiss 
Candy Kenny Curtiss, last year's Re- 
serve All-American senior yearling, the 
entry of Herbert Rogers, Emden, that 
headed the two-year-old class. 

One of the happiest exhibitors of the 
entire show, and also the youngest, was 
Kathleen Dennis, Amboy, when her 
senior calf, Dennis Farm Fore Julie, 
headed a class of 30. A 4-H entry, she 
had stood third in the junior show the 
previous day. Kathleen's happiness 
was climaxed when Judge Younger 
selected her calf as junior champion 
female over the winning junior year- 
ling, Peck’s King’s Nutmeg, from 
Peck's Guernsey Farm, 


Lakewood Farm completely domi 
nated the milking classes, with three 
newcomers to the Mid-Western cir 
cuit, The judge liked both top two 
year-olds because of their dairy char 
acter, udders and legs, and started with 
Ideal’s Pontius Trinket from Lake 
wood because of more body and 
smoother fore udder over Norgert's 
Scotsman Alexis from the Rolling 
Ac res herd Lakewood scored a double 
win in the three-year-old class with 
Yellow Creek Rose Harmony heading 
the line-up. She went on to senior and 
grand championship as well as the best 
uddered cow. The grand champion's 
stablemate, Eskdale Noah's Frances, 
headed the four-year-old class. A close 
placing occurred in the class of 22 aged 
cows between South Wind Beauty 
from Lakewood and Curtiss Candy 
Proud Quadrant from the Kingston 
string that had an advantage in udder. 


In the group classes, Lakewood com 
bined their winning two-, three- and 
four-year-olds and aged cow to make a 
powerful winning dairy herd. The 
senior get of sire was won by Delbert 
H. Kingston with a milky group by 
Curtiss Candy Noble Curtiss. Garold 
Kepple was successful in the junior get 
with a uniform group of youngsters by 
Curtiss Candy Tommy Curtiss. Roesch 
ley Brothers, Flanagan, won the class 
for three best fernales bred by exhibitor 
with a trio of good honest cows. A 
pair of full sisters, out of Finchley 
Manor gee won the produc e of dam 
for Delbert H. Kingston. 

Six district herds were shown in the 
second year of this class at the Illinois 
State Fair, with Northern Illinois, Dis 
trict 2 in the top spot, followed by 
District 5, the East Central area, and 
Illinois Valley District Three 

A new award was inaugurated by the 
Illinois Purebred Livestock Breeders 
Association, a trophy to the best 
Guernsey get of sire owned by an 
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Illinois Exhibitor. The first such 
trophy was received by Delbert H. 
Kingston on his winning get by Curtiss 
Candy Noble Curtiss. 

Breedet’s rosettes were presented b 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club 
to the breeders of the top three animals 
in each of the individual classes.

Cleveland County, N. Car., 
Field Day

Forty members and friends of the 
Cleveland County, North Carolina G. 
B. A., attended the annual field day 
and tour. The group gathered outside 
County Agent Howard Clapp’s office 
in Shelby, formed a motorcade, and 
drove to several farms in the county to 
see and discuss Guernsey cattle, crops, 
and many interesting phases of the job 
of milk production, 

The first stop was at G. H. Borders’ 
farm in the Zoar community,—a neat, 
clean and attractive place in every 
respect. Mr. and Mrs. Borders run 
the farm, milk the cows and operate 
the place in its entirety. A field of 
Sudan grass was being used as tem- 
porary summer grazing for 14 milking 
cows, and another field was planted to 
the same grass. This good crop has 
done wonders for milk production, 
and he is certain it makes the differ 
ence between normal production from 
his cows and a decided drop during 
this season of the year. A newly con- 
structed pole type loafing shed was 
also viewed, 

In the Zion community, the W. F. 
Tink” Rucker Farm was visited, Here 
the group was greeted by “Tink,’’ his 
young wife, and their fine children 
“Tink,” a young fellow with a world 
of enthusiasm, as well as ability, 
squired the group around and answered 
innumerable questions with a spirit of 
experience and certainty. The herd 
was in excellent condition, and the 
breeders inspected his method of rais 
ing calves in individual stationary 
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on 


pens. “Tink’’ showed records which 
pointed out the fact that he got a 115 
pound per cow increase in milk pro- 
duction the first month after his herd 
was put on temporary grazing of sudan 
grass. 

The third stop was at Frank Hern- 
don's Farm, in the Bethlehem com- 
munity. Every female on the farm, 
with one exception, was a descendant 
of one foundation cow. Mr. Herndon 
has a good herd and is justly proud of 
it. He also has an attractive barn 
arrangement. 

At the Bethware School, courtesy of 
the Cleveland County Association, a 
delicious lunch was enjoyed. At this 
point the group had grown to approxi- 
mately 75 people, and the fellowship 
enjoyed was something to behold. 

After lunch, J. C. Randle’s farm in 
the Bethlehem community was visited. 
Here Mr. Randle, president of the 
Cleveland County Association, 
showed a field of alfalfa which looked 
like the answer to last year's prayers. 
Under the shade of a big oak in Mr. 
Randle’s yard, George Hyatt, North 
Carolina Extension Dairyman, and C. 
J. Jacobs, field representative for The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club, con- 
ducted a judging school. The entire 
group placed four classes of cattle.

Tue fourth annual district show 
sponsored by the Champaign County, 
Ohio, G. B. A. was held the 9th of 
August at the Champaign County 
Fair, Urbana. Although the Cham 
paign County G. B. A. is one of the 
younger local organizations in Ohio, 
iN spifit, activity and enthusiasm it 
can be ranked with almost any in 
America. The entire organization con- 
sists of good, sound farmer-breeders, 
who have learned that with interest 
and cooperation they can accomplish 
almost any of their objectives. They 
already have established a reputation 
for notable activity. The 1955 show 
was truly an outstanding event. It was 
a night show, starting at 6:00 o'clock in 
the evening, and was of a caliber that 
exceeds many state fairs. 

The judging tent was filled to capac- 
ity nearly the entire evening to watch 
Judge Elmer Salisbury, manager of 
Lauxmont Farms, Wrightsville, Pa., 
place the 155 head shown. He did a 
nice job of lining up the classes and 
giving reasons. Although the number 
shown was 21 head less than last year, 
the figure becomes more significant 
due to the fact that three of Central 
Ohio's larger herds were not ex- 
hibiting.

Tue best we have ever seen at the 
New York State Fair.’ This statement 
was repeated many, many times by 
hundreds of people after they had 
witnessed the greatest Guernsey show 
ever held at the New York State Fair, 
which was also the largest show of 
dairy cattle, all breeds, in the Fair's 
history. Professor George Trimberger, 
Sam Slack and Harry Ainslie, assisted 
by members of the University Dairy 
Judging Team, handled a most diffi- 
cult situation very well when it came to 
finding room for all the cattle. In 
spite of the added facilities made 
possible through the construction of 
additional barn room, it was necessary 
to tie up well over 100 head directly 
outside of the main dairy barn. 
Throughout the entire week, George 
and his staff were most helpful and 
cooperative to all the exhibitors, 
which made the week at the New York 
State Fair a pleasant one. 
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The Guernsey Show started off on 
Monday morning, September 5, with 
the largest and best group of 4-H Club 
animals ever shown. The 4-H boys 
and girls had their animals beautifully 
fitted, which is further evidence of the 
splendid leadership they are getting 
from Professor Harold Willman, of 
Cornell, and the County 4-H Club 
Agents throughout the state. 

Very few Guernsey shows have 
built up more interest chan this year’s 
State Fair Show. Showing were the top 
herds in the Northeast with their 1954 
All-Americans, Reserve All-Americans 
and many added starters. From out- 
side of the state came Fairlawn Farms, 
Millis, Mass.; Flying Horse Farm, 
South Hamilton, Mass., and Wood- 
acres Farm, Princeton, N. J., plus most 
of the well-known herds from within 
the state. Anticipation of how Pro- 
fessor Hilton Boynton, of the Univers- 
ity of New Hampshire, was going to 
place the cattle was beyond any stretch 
of the imagination of the vast ringside, 
which stayed on until the last class was 
judged. 

The first class in the open show had 
16 head of nice junior heifer calves, 
with first going to a Fairlawn Peerless 
Actor daughter, Fairlawn Actor's 
Tulip, owned by Fairlawn Farms. In 
the senior calf class, with 26 head 
showing, Woodacres Cavalier's Bonny 
and Woodacres Leader's Velour, owned 
by Woodacres Farm, placed first and 
second. McDonald Farm and Flying 
Horse Farm were in the two top posi- 
tions in the junior yearling class. Mc- 
Donald Farms Jolly Valencia, a daugh- 
ter of McDonald Farms High Nep- 
tune, headed this class, and Flying 
Horse Harmony Columbine, a daugh- 
ter of Flying Horse Melody Master, 
was second. Another ‘Neptune’ 
daughter and last year’s All-American 
calf, McDonald Farms Jolly Token, 
placed first over Woodacres Leader's 
Margot in a class of 26 top senior 
yearlings. The four winners led out 
for the junior championship were an 
impressive sight. Professor Boynton, 
after carefully looking over the four 
heifers, pointed to the senior calf, 
Woodacres Cavalier’s Bonny, as his 
choice for junior champion 

The seven junior gets of sire were 
judged outside of the Coliseum. The 
McDonald Farms High Neptune get, 
which included the first prize junior 
yearling and senior yearling, placed 
first, followed by the Fairlawn Actor's 
Leader get, owned by Woodacres. In 
third place was the get of Flying Horse 
Melody Master. 

On Tuesday morning the first class 
led out was a fine group of bull calves 
Placing first on his size, quality, depth 
of body and straightness of legs, was 
Begeacres Star's Crown Prince, owned 


by Begeacre Farm, Ithaca. Wood- 
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acres Fides Leader, a Fairlawn Actor's 
Leader son, was first in the junior year- 
ling class, and McDonald Farms 
Rival’s Teddy, by McDonald Farms 
Pre Rival, stood at the head of the line 
in the senior yearling class and was 
later made junior champion. 


A nice group of bulls came out for 
the two-year-old class. The winner 
was McDonald Farms Le Supreme, 
placing over Begeacres Priam’s Noble 
on his tremendous size, quality, 
smoothness over the rump, and strong, 
straight set of legs. The climax in the 
bull classes came when the aged bulls 
were led to the ring. Professor Boyn- 
ton carefully looked over the four aged 
bulls, which included Flying Horse 
Melody Master, last year's All-Ameti- 
can aged bull, and McDonald Farms 
Pre Rival, 1954 All-American two- 
year-old. After much deliberation, 
Professor Boynton had the two bulls 
led to the center of the ring, where he 
again looked them over. He finally 
gave the nod to McDonald Farms Pre 
Rival over “Melody Master."” ‘‘Pre 
Rival” was made grand champion bull 
and the reserve championship went to 


“Melody Master.” 


Following the bull classes, 25 of the 
best two-year-old females ever judged 
at this show came into the ring. Plac- 
ing first was McDonald Farms Jolly 
Sarella, a two-year-old that Judge 
Boynton said was one of the best he 
had ever judged. In second place was 
Princess B. of Ottendale, owned by 
Henry I. Christal, Hanover Hill Farm, 
Yorktown Heights, and in third, an- 
other strong, deep-bodied heifer, Fly- 
ing Horse General's Julia. The three- 
year-old class was another class that 
had depth of quality all the way down 
the line. Heading this class were two 
very outstanding three-year-olds, Echo 
Valley Curly, owned by Hanover Hill 
Farm, and Fairlawn Actor's Mistletoe, 
owned by Fairlawn Farms, with Mc- 
Donald Farms last yeat’s All-American 
two-year-old, McDonald Farms Pre 
Revelation, in third place. Woodacres 
Farm won the four-year-old class, 
placing first with Woodacres Honor 
Lydia, a Langwater His Honor daugh- 
ter. Second went to McDonald Farms 
Noble Ruby. McDonald Farms Ideal 
Nova, continuing on from her last 
year's winnings, stood first in a strong 
dry uddered cow class, placing over 
the second place winner, Flying Horse 
Phil's Royal Rose. 

When it came to the aged cow class, 
which had the two 1954 Honorable 
Mention aged cows, the 1954 All- 
American four-year-old, and a number 
of Excellent cows, no one attempted 
to even predict the outcome. There 
were 23 great cows in the ring, and 
Judge Boynton selected for his first 
and second placings last year's two 


Honorable Mention aged cows, Mc- 
Donald Farms D. Monogirl, owned by 
McDonald Farms, and Maple Lawn’s 
Baron Daisy, owned by Fairlawn 
Farms. He later selected McDonald 
Farms D. Monogitl as senior and grand 
champion cow, with Maple Lawn’s 
Baron Daisy the reserve champion 


In the group classes, there were 17 
produces of dam, eight dairy herds, 
seven three best females, and nine gets 
of sire. Hanover Hill Farms, senate 
Henry I. Christal, had the first prize 
dairy herd and produce of dam. Mc- 
Donald Farms won the get of sire 
class with the get of McDonald Farms 
Prediction, and three best females bred 
and owned by exhibitor. Hanover Hill 
won first and second prizes in the best 
uddered cow class with Hickrill Garden 
Miranda and Princess B. of Ortendale 


The County and District Herd Class 
was the largest ever exhibited at the 
New York State Fair, with six groups 
showing. First went to the Finger 
Lakes G. B. A., followed by Wayne 
County in second place, Western New

Turse years ago, the Connecticut G 
B. A. held its first Approved Show at 
the Fairgrounds, Durham, The sup 
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port and interest given this show by 
the Association, breeders and ex- 
hibitors in Connecticut and Eastern 
New York State, has been most 
gratifying. 

On August 17, 21 breeders from 
Connecticut and two from eastern New 
York showed 112 head of top quality 
cattle. Professor George Trimberger, 
of Cornell University, judged the show. 
Assisting Joseph * ao act field 
representative, at the ringside were 
Mrs. Richard Merritt, Mrs. William 
Chilcoat, Cornell Green, and Mike 
Seath. One of the feature attractions 
again this year was the fine display of 
trophies, donated by breeders and 
other interested people in the state, 
and nearly all first prize winners took 
home a trophy. 


The bull classes were somewhat 
light in numbers, but one of the big- 
gest decisions Professor Trimberger 
had to make in the entire show was in 
the aged bull class. It was a close 
battle all the way between Foremost 
Footprint 8th, nine years old, and last 
year's champion, owned by John Ly- 
man, Middlefield, and McDonald 
Farms Le Reward, a three-year-old, 
owned by Mrs. Eunice Bernhard, Step- 
ney Depot. Professor Trimberger 
finally placed the younger bull over 
the older bull because he was showing 
a little more smoothness all the way 
through, particularly over the rump, 
while the older bull had a little more 


depth of body and was a bit — in 


the shoulders. “Le Reward" was 
senior and grand champion bull of the 
show, placing over the junior cham- 
pion bull, Mulhocaway Butterfat Goli- 
ath, shown by Tryon Farm, South 
Glastonbury. The Gwyn Careg Farm 
Trophy was presented to Mrs. Bern- 
hard by Ed Peppin, Manager of Gwyn 
Careg Farm. 

The junior and senior heifer calf 
classes wete considered strong, with a 
number of top animals all the way 
down the line. There were 14 junior 
calves and 20 senior calves. Nyala 
King's Sunbeam, owned by F. T. Bed- 
ford, Greens Farms, placed first in the 
junior calf class, and Golden Harvest 
C. Troth, owned by F. W. McCann,

While the milking classes, starting 
with the two-year-olds, did not have 
as many animals as in former years, 
everyone thought the quality was 
somewhat above any of the past shows.

He served nine years on the Board 
of Directors of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America, being on the 
Extension and Finance Committees for 
the whole period, and was on constant 
call for special committee assignments 
He worked with the True Type Com 
mittee and was a member of the com- 
mittees which planned and brought 
forth the Herd Improvement Registry, 
Herd Classification and Recognition 
of Proved Sires with Medal Awards 


In 1928 he resigned his work with 
the State of Michigan to become As- 
sistant Superintendent of AR of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association and six 
months later, Superintendent. He was 
the third man to hold this position 
since the Association was founded. His 
became the responsibility of getting 
the new Herd Test to functioning, and 
it as well as Herd Classification have 
through the years been close to his 
heart. 


In 1938, upon the death of Secretary 
Houghton Seaverns, he was elected 
Secretary-Treasurer, in addition to his 
duties as Superintendent of Advanced 
Registry, and he supervised the con- 
solidation of the offices of the Associa 
tion in Brattleboro, Vr., in 1939. 


In 1940 he was one of the prime 
movers in the organization of the 
Purebred Dairy Cattle Association and 
served as its Secretary from 1941 to 
1944. He was a poten of its Execu- 
tive Committee from 1940 to 1953. 
In 1954 this organization presented 
him with a Scroll of Honor ‘‘In recog- 
nition of his years of outstanding 
service and great contribution to the 
dairy industry in the United States.” 


He was one of the founding mem- 
bers of the Dairy Shrine Club in 1949, 
has been on its Board of Directors 
throughout its entire existence to date 
and was chosen as its President in 1950. 

In 1939, sensing the potential value 
tofthe breed associations of the cellular 
antigen studies at the University of 


Wisconsin, he took the leadership, with 
others, in securing financial support 
for this work from the breed associa- 
tions. Regardless of other potential 
benefits, it is safe to say that without 
this parentage test the relationships of 
artificial breeding to the Purebred 
Registry Associations would be dim 
indeed. 

He has served as Chairman of the 
Research Committee of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America since 
this committee was formally set up in 
1952. Since 1953, upon his retirement 
as Executive Secretary, he has been 
able to devote his whole time and 
thought to the advancement of re 
search in its relationships to purebred 
progress. 

This year, when his alma mater, now 
one of the great universities of America, 
was celebrating its centennial, he was 
called back to receive a centennial 
award, “In recognition of distin 
ruished services which have contri- 
Gaead to the benefit of mankind.’ 

A quiet, unassuming man, he has 
the qualities that make for enduring 
friendships. His dry, earthy humor is 
the delight of his friends. He has 
traveled an estimated 500,000 miles in 
the service of his Association. He is, 
nevertheless, a home-loving family 
man. His talented wife has been an 
inspiration to him through the years, 
and his sons and now his grandsons 
have been a great source of pride and 
satisfaction. 

With his over-riding passion for 
accuracy of records, he impressed his 
sterling integrity on the procedures of 
the Association with which he worked, 
and has set an example of far-reaching 
importance in the realm of purebred 
breed association administration.

Individual Calf Pens 

The purchase of an odd lot of army 
surplus landing mats (two and three 
quarters by three and three quarters 
mesh), sparked the construction of a 
row of a dozen individual calf pens. 

Each pen is four feet wide and 12 
feet long, of which eight feet is in the 
open, The oduedtied wos roof there- 
fore shelters a four by four area, which

Tue Pleasant View herd, owned by

The Experiment Station, 
which has an up and coming herd of 


Guernseys, played host to breeders of | 


Guernseys and conducted a program 
which was of prime interest to every- 
one, Dr. M. E, McCullough, in charge 
of dairy research and resident director 
of the Station, acted as Master of 
Ceremonies. He briefly outlined the 
program of research, and stated that 
through the practical application of 
the results obtained at the station he 
hoped this group of dairymen would 
be benefited.

Mrs. McNaught is one of Illinois’ 
most enthusiastic Guernsey boosters 
Rolling Acres Farm consists of around
